The death of the empress of. Aufitria 


has served to revive many old stories 
of her aversion to conventionality, but 
in thi* she iwts 'far excelled by her sis- 
ter, th* former queen of Naples, who, 
after her husband had lost hi* throne, 
took up her residence at Rome with the 
king .and her child. She occupied a 
palace adjacent to that inhabited by 
the mother :Ot Cardinal Antonelli, the 
papal secretary of state. The aged lady 
was passionately devoted to cats, and 
these animals, In accordance with their 
invariable custom, were wont to make 
the otherwise exquisite Roman, nights 
hideous with their concerts. The queen 
repeatedly sent to the old Countess An- 
toaeUi, entreating her to keep her cat! 
cnder proper restraint, at any rate at 
night. Thia the countess refused to do. 
At length the queen became desperate, 
purchased several saloon rifles and air 
guns and proceeded to shoot the dis- 
turbers of her rest. The old countess, 
frantic with rage, appealed first of all 
to h«r son, the secretary of state, and 
then to the late pope himself, insisting 
that some check should he put upon 


Diana, and that she should be debarred, 
from potting cats under the 
very 


shadow of the walls of St. Peter's and 
the Vatican. But the good pope de- 
clined to Interfere, intimating that the 
cats should not have made such hor- 
rible noises and that they practically 
deserved their fate. For a long time 
Rome laughed about this cat episode, 
popular sympathy being all with the 
former queen, though It is doubtful 
whether Cardinal Antonelli ever forgot 
or forgave the injury done to his moth- 
er's pets. At any rate, the queen and 
••her husband found it preferable a year 
later to abandon their residence in 
Rome.

Insects Injuring Cereal* 


Every j ear from bome portion ol this 


large country, reports are received Jf 
U»« ravages of armie§ of worms, sweep- 
ing over the grain fields, HKe a verit- 
able horde of Vandals. 
Invariably, 


also, there has not been a single at- 
tack In the infested locality for a num- 
ber of jeara, so that the fanner is at a

loss to do anything to protect his crops, 
and by the time information can be re- 
ceived from an entomok)glst, a large 
portion of them will already have been 
destroyed. Thus, previous knowledge 
of the habits and remedies for this in- 
sect may be of value to hiia. in meeting 
the danger when it threatens. 


Being a species native to this coun- 


try, these worms may be almost always 
found east of the Rockies in low, rank 
growths of grass, which form their ha- 
bitual breeding grounds. Yet. though 
the moth is nearly cosmopolitan in its 
distribution, Its chief injuries have 
a«en in belts from Eastern Iowa, to 
Maice; from Northern Texas to North-

•weather. The leaves and stalks of tho 
grains and grasses form their fa\orite 
food, the heads usually being cut off, 
but various garden crops have fre- 
quently been seriously injured. As a 
rule, clovei is untouched, but even that 
is not always exempt In from three 
to four weeks the worms become ma- 
ture and are then about one and one- 
half inches long, or a dark gray or 
dingy b'ack color, with three narrow 
yellowish stripes above and a slightly 
broader and darker one on each side, 
altogether, much resembling a cut 
worm, to which they are nearly allied 
They now enter the earth, and there 
transform to the pupa or chrysalis, 
from which the adult worm comes forth 
In about two weelcs. These again lay 
eggs for a brood of worms which ap- 
pear in September, but are rarely very 
injurious 
The moths developing from 


this last brood either hibernate dur- 
ing the winter or depositing eggs, the 
young hibernate from them partly 
grown. 


Were it not for other insects -which 


prey upon the worms, the army habit 
would undoubte'dly be assumed much 
more often, hut ordinarily, these very 
efficiently reduce their number, and 
Dr. TL>. 0. Howard has recorded two in- 
stances in which armies of worms were 
practically destroyed by them. Large 
number's are always destroyed by the 
predacious ground beetle* and their 
larvae, but their most deadly enemies 
are two small tachina flies. These lay 
from half a dozen to 50 eggs upon the 
worm, and the maggots from them en- 
ter tho bodies of tho worm and there 
absorb the juices and tissues, from 
which it soon dies 
Ordinarily when 


feeding at night, the worms are free 
from these parasites, but when tho 
marching habit is assumed, these little 
flies swarm around them on cloudy 
days, and then next year will again 
have" the voracious army under sub- 
jection. Thus, worms with eggs upon 
them should never 
be destroyed if

ple crops, when once infested, ail at- 
tempts to save a field from destruction 
are useless.

Ice is almost indispensable to the 


dairyman for* bringing bis mUk an* 
cream to and keeping them at tha 
proper temperature, says New England 
Fanner. Aside from its use m the 
dairy, ice IB a luxury which well re- 
pays all the cost of putting tt np and 
the -wonder is that so few timers lay 
in a liberal stock. Ice can be kept in 
the simplest kind of a structure. Tbe 
essential conditions are that it shall 
be closely packed in a mass, that there 
shall be no air spaces at the bottom, 
that it shall be surrounded (packed in) 
hy a good non-conducting material in 
sufficient quantity, that it shall have 
a tight roof to exclude rain, and that 
ventilation is provided. A cheap board 
building with the cracks battened an- 
swers about as •* ell as a costly struc- 
ture with double walls filled in, Tbe 
keeping of the ice does not depend so 
much upon the walls of the .building 
as upon the kind and amount of ma- 
terial -with which »t is packed. Saw- 
dust or dry tan hark furnish the best 
packing materials. But these in many 
localities are difficult to obtain. Sfext 
to uit=»e dry cut straw or chaff is prob- 
ably the best, and almost any farm 
caa furnish the straw. Cut straw is 
better than whole, because It packs 
closer and maies a better non-conduc- 
tor, though whole straw is often suc- 
cessfully us,ed. In the latter case ihe 
space lor filling between the pile of ice 
and the walls of the building needs to 
be -wider than if >:ut straw is used. In 
case cut stra^. is. used -*e would leave 
a space of 16 Inches for filling, bat 
with "ft hole straw of two feet. 


The sills of th^ baitdtng should rest 


on the ground, or OR a wall built for 
taem, allowing no air to eater under- 
neath. We would lay tUe a foot l»e- 
low the surface inside, with its outlet 
some distance away to keep the bot- 
tom dry. but tile should not open into 
the building to admit air. A founda- 
tion of at least a fool deep of packing 
material, saw dust, tan or straw, should 
be laid over the bottom, on which 
to build the pile of ice, and the blocks 
should be cut as nearly as possible of 
uniform size so as, to pack closely and 
it is well to go over each layer as it 
Is put 1n and nil all the cracks with 
pounded ice so as to mako the pile as 
near solid as possible. When the pile 
is finished or as it progresses, the pil- 
ing between it and the sides of the 
building should be made and tramped 
doT\ n at, solidly RS possible, and a cov- 
ering of at least two feet In depth be 
made over all 
Ventilation should he 


provided for bv openings in the gables 
or a ventilating shaft going up through 
the roof to permit the escape of the 
moist air which gathers above the ice. 
The door should for convenience be 
made in two sections, an upper *nd 
lower, with boards laid across on the 
inside of the frame holding the pack- 
ing material in place The proper size 
depends upon the amount ot ice that 
will be required. 
Ice will measure 


about forty cubic feet to ton, sad ten 
tons will be a liberal supply for fam- 
Oy use. This'would be equivalent to 
a "pile S feet long, 8 feet wide and 6% 
teet high 
If w* allow two feet on all 


sides for packing space, the building 
to hold this amount in the form abov» 
given would need to be 12x12 feet with 
nine foot posts 
A door in the gable 


would be needed for putting in the top 
layers and taking out ice early in the 
season. 


Faedlne Pumpkin* to Cow*.

One can soon cut enough 


pumpkins for two rowa, and with com- 
parative ease 
When feeding pump- 


kins to cows, give them plenty. A half 
bushel of chopped pumpkin Is none too 
much for a large milker.

jrivps a sood flow of very rich milk 
when fed pumpkins.

servance at Mount Vernon will be on j Manteler. Colonel Blackburn preced- 
December 14, the anniversary of tlie 
day of the death, instead of on tue 
18th, w.hich was the date of the fu- 
neral. 
It is intended, nevertheless, 


that the observance shall take the form 
of a duplication of the funeral serv- 
ices, going over the same ground as in 
1779. 
So elaborate are the contem- 


plated ceremonies that already plans 
are being put into shape for the great 
event of next year. As General Wash- 
ington was a Mason, the services over 
his body were conducted, in part at 
least, by the Masons, and so the an- j 
nlversary services will be under the j 
direction of the grand lodge of Vir- 
ginia. Free and Accepted Masons. The 
grand lodge'will meet in Alexandria. 
and, escorted by Lodge No. 4 of Fred- 
erlc'ksburK, in which Washington re- 
ceived his first degree; Washington 
Lodge, No. 22 of Alexandria, ot whici 
he was the first master, and Federal 
Lodge of Washington and representa- 
tives of every jrrand lodge in America, 
will go to Mount %ferno» and there re- 
neat the services of December IS, 1799. 
It is expected that President McKinley. 
himself a. Siason, wiil mase an address, 
and after the ceremonies a banquet 
«ill be given in Washington. 


T1t» Two Tomb*. 


The march to the tomb will pass, of 


course, the old tomb in which Wash- 
ington's body was buried, and in which 
It rested for more than thirty years, 
though the objective point of the pro- 
cession will be the new tomb, where 
the coffin now is. In bis will Wash- 
ington stated that "tbe family vault 
at Mount Vernon requiring repairs, 
and being improperly situated, I de- 
sire that a new one, of brick, and upon 
a larger scale, may be built at the foot 
of what is called the Vineyard Incloe- 
ure, on the ground which is marked 
out, in which my remains and those 
of my Deceased relatives (now in the 
old vault), a»<J such others of my fam- 
ily as may choose to be entombed 
there, may be deposited." 
Notwith- 


standing his request, it was not until 
1S31 that the new tomb was built and 
Washington's body placed therein. 
And then the old vault was allowed 
to fall into a state of decay. In re-

Interesting as Is this account of the 


funeral. Colonel Lear's story of the 
last illness of his chief and the med 
icai treatment he received is still more 
absorbing to us of the present day, as 
it shows, by contrast with modern 
methods, that, ha4 the general lived 
100 years later, hla -life might hav 
been saved, scarcely beyond 
doubt. 


The cause pf his death was stated to 
be "ooaematous affection of the wind

Watching the process, Washing- 
ton said:

SHE OWNS A WHOLE TOWN. 


How U**. Bl*cfcv«U dun* Into r-ri— 


•Ion or th« City at !>>rld, 


Xot long ago the Cherokees down ia 


Indian territory began a suit against 
some pale face trespasser;, and the re- 
sult bds been (hat Mrs. Rtfca Black- 
well has been declared owner of a 
thriving ciiy on the St. Louis and San 
Francisco road. 
This makes another 


step in an interesting set of circusi- 
stances. aa4 was the only nay of 
averting zainei conflict, and much 
bloodshed. Three years ago the town 
of Darid was laid out by surveyors 
front Wichita. At that time Col. An- 
drew Jackson Blackwe!!, whose wife 
has some Cherokee Mood in her veins, 
had about 4,000 acres under fence. 
Cherokee law does not permit individ- 
ual ownership of land, all of which be- 
longs to the community. Any citizen 
may cultivate as much as he can rent 
or fence, and whea the surveyors ar- 
rived Col. Blackwell saw a chance to 
make money by having the town locat- 
ed on the land he bad fenced. 
This 


he succeeded in doing, after which he 
and his -wife toured Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma, inducing people to go there 
aad settle 
Lotb were sold to them 


for |5 each 
Before long he had sev- 


eral hundred people there. 
The In- 


dians did not offer any objection to 
the arrival of all these strangers, but 
the incursion did not please them any 
too well 
One night after a number 


of houses had been built the settlers 
were alarmed to hear war whoops in 
the near-by timber. 
Mrs. Blackwell 


suspected that the 
Cherokees were 


coming to drive the whites away, per- 
haps to slaughter them. 
She hurried 


out to meet the angry redekins, and 
after much parley 
induced them to 


forego for a time their Woody pnrpose. 
The Indians retired for a time, but fin- 
ally said they were not to be stopped, 
and that the trespassers must leave at 
once 
This was impossible, of course, 


and Col. Blackwell offered to suffer If 
any crime had been committed. 
He 


was reminded that death was the pen- 
alty for selling land to the whites as 
he had done. The colonel was taken 
to Claremore, where a council of In- 
dians condemned him to be shot. His 
wife managed to set him at liberty, and 
he is now a fugitive from Indian ter- 
ritory 
Meantime more settlers lo- 


cated at David, until «bout 1,000 whites 
were living there 
Then the Indians 


brought suit for trespass against them, 
intrusion on such lands being a viola- 
tion of both federal and Indian law 
Juage Springer declared against the 
whites aad 
threatened to confiscate 


their property 
They at once had it 


transferred into Mrs, Blackwell's name 
the Cherokees agreeing to this, as she 
had Indian blood in her veins. 
She 


now has the rightful ownership to- ev- 
erything in the citj of David, a thriv- 
ing town of over 1,000 mhabitants,with 
every regulation of a city 
She appre- 


ciates the kindness of the whites in the 
past, however, aad no rent is- charged, 
and ever\ thing moves on as before.

The late Cal%in S Briee was born at 


Denmark. O.. Sept. 17, 1843, his father 
being William K. Brice. a Presbyterian 
minister, and his mother Elizabeth 
Stewart Brice. The family rematoaa 
at Denmark for three years after the 
birth of Calvin, when they moved to 
Columbus Grove, Putnam county, in 
the same state 
When 15 years old 


young Bnce entered the preparatory 
department ot Miami university, at 
Oxford, O 
At the outbreak of the 


war he enlisted in Capt. Dodd's Ual- 
\ersity coinpanv, one of the first to be 
formed at the outbreak of the war. 
His company remained at Camp Jack- 
son, Columbus, O, until the fall of 
1861, -when he returned to college, only 
to re-enhst in \pril. 1862, in another 
university organization commanded by 
Captain McFarland, which later on wa^ 
merged into the Eighty-snrth Ohao in- 
fantry and known as company A. He 
remained m the organization during 
its summer campaign in West Virginia 
and then returned to the university, 
where he was graduated in 1863. After 
graduating he taught in the public 
schools and later on received aa ap- 
pointment as auditor of Allen county. 
In July, 1864, he again joined the fed- 
eral forces, having received a Commis- 
sion as captain of company' E, One 
Hundred and Eighteenth Ohio infan- 
try. He served in the field with the 
Twenty-third army corps in Tennessee, 
Virginia, the Carolines and Georgia 
until the close of the war 
He was ap- 


pointed lleutenan*-colonel, but never 
mustered in. 
He then took a course 


in the law department of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan at Ann Arbor, and 
was admitted to the bar in the spring 
of 1866, when he began practice at 
Lama, O 
His first experience as a 


railroad lawyer was in the legal de- 
partment of the Lake Erie and Louis- 
ville railroad, in which corporation he 
acquired a moderate share of stock and 
played an energetic part in construc- 
tion of extensions of that road

Bahia. Brazil, on their -way to Manila, 
Accompanying them is the supply-ship 
Celtic, which left N»w York *ith the 
fleet about three weeks ago The Cel- 
tic is a veritable floating store and 
warehouse, filled with needed supplies 
of every kind required by a man-o'-war 
and iti, crew on a long voyage through, 
varying climates 
But the chief inter- 


est of this novel ship centers in her 
meat stores and refrigerating cham- 
bers 
Before leaving New York there 


were put into her hold 250,000 pounds 
of fresh frozen mutton and 250,000 
pounds of vegetables 
These supplies 


are so arranged that the battleships 
can at any time take from the cargo 
whatever meat and \egetables 
are

stores were placed on board for tho use 
of the fleet's men. Sjuch a thing is un- 
paralleled and unheard of in naval his- 
tory 
And It has been left to this 


government and to one of the great- 
est packing companies to store up and 
send with a fleet on the longest voyage 
of record a ship loaded « 1th fresh sup- 
plies from which the officers and crew 
can be fed, the same as on land, in any 
climate

The cargo was loaded, in a 


frozen state, and will b» kept at a 
frigid temperature until it is consumed 
or the residue landed at Manila. Be- 
fore the ships — after touching at Hon- 
olulu — reach their destination the store 
ship Celtic will have performed the 
most wonderful voyage in the world's 
history in. the meat line She Trill have 
carried in her hold, and through all 
climates, a cargo" Of frozen fresh meats 
o\ er the longest voyage of a meat ship 
m existence 
She "vfttl have demon- 


strated the limitless possibilities of re- 
frigeration and of nautical cold stor- 
age for distributing the world's sur- 
plus meats and provisions to those 
climes and peoples who require them, 
This voyage of the warships and cf 
their fioating store, the Celtic, will take 
more than 100 dajs 
Heretofore a voy- 


age of sixty days for a frozen meat ship 
has been regarded as a marvel in trade 
circles.

A Record on St&rfiAli. 


The steamer Cleo, of New Haven, 


Capt. Haskins, lias this season broken 
the record ia capturing starfish from 
oyster beds 
The steamer in the past 


eight weeks has taken up over 5,000 
bushels ot starfish fiom tho vicinity 
of the Mansfield bf><h at Bay-Ide 
The 


ovster planters have recentij adopted 
the plan of leaving- the margin between 
the channel and the oysters and also 
between the beds, which enables the 
steamers to dredge along the edge of 
the channel and between the oyster 
beds and capture the starfish before 
they get m the beds 
The enormous 


catth of the Cleo, which has averagen 
100 bushels per day, is carried daily to 
Warren where it is mainly given to 
the farmers, who caTy the fish away 
for fertilizing purposes 
The starfish 


arc not more plentiful than during for- 
mer seasons, but the system of dredg- 
ing along the margins of the beds has 
been producti-ve of larger captures of 
the nests, and may in time prarticallv 
exterminate them on sections occupied 
hr oystnrs

that the three-cornered nuts, called 
Brazil nuts, grow In packed clusters 
inclosed in shells which are roughly 
spherical in form and have somewhat 
the appearance of rusty cannon balls 
In the tropical forests there is another 
nut-bearing plant which goes under the 
nnmo of the cannon ball tree 
The 


nutshells are almost perfectly spherical 
and would readily be mistaken for 
cannon halls.
